in Public Sentiment. 


In his address before the Railway 


Business Association 
in New 
York 


Howard Elliott chief executive of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company, reviewed in detail 
tho present situation which confronts 
t'ha roads of the country. After speaking 
of the pasaage of exacting laws, the de- 
mands of the people for better service 
and lower rates and the demands of 
the employes for higher wages, 
he 


sayS. 


"I think that all candid and thought- 


ful ^persons "will admit that the situa- 
tion as reflected here is a serious one, 
not only as 
affecting 
tho railways 


themselves, but the entire business of 
this country. Indeed, with railway cred- 
it impaired, it would seem difficult for 
the railways to extricate themselves 
from tho present situation unless a 
change occurs in public sentiment and 
In the treatment they receive from the 
people, as 'expressed through their var- 
ious governmental 
agencies. 
Un- 


doubtedly, various causes have contri- 
buted to .bring this 
situation about. 


Borne of these have been economic and 
some social, and tho railway has suf- 
fered from. both,. .perhaps, more than 
any other industry., in that the price 
of its service is no longer within its 
own control, and the same may be aaid 
#f its great pay roll. 


"Is it not 
incumbent upon 
all 


thoughtful men who wish to see this 
country continue to prosper to stop 
AIM ask themselves what can be dons 
la this emergency? Js this trouble a 
socialistic one, due to new currents of 
thought and feeling In the minds of 
a majority of our 
citizens, fostered 


possilby by 
ideas 
of government 


brought hero by many o* our new citi- 
zens from the Old World, who influence 
many others with whom they r-ome in 
contact, perhaps unconsciously? ^And, 
Jf the trouble is socialistic, does it not 
oehoove every citizen who does not be- 
lieve in this sort of d'octrine applied 
to the railway to speak out?"

THE RIGHTS OF CHILDREN. 


Prejudice of Landlords Against 


Infant* May Cause 


Bace Suicide. 


1 
['New York Evening Post] 


An Investigation in iproKreea In Day- 


ton and other Ohio cities to ascertain 
the extent to which landlords are boy- 
cutting persons'with small children will 
probably be extended by the Salvation 
Aj-my to other cities until the propa- 
ganda becomes nation-wide. Informa- 
tion reaching headquarters from Cap- 
tain Fred Ladjaw, who is studying 
the alleged evil in Dayton, says that 
it js almost impossible for a number 
of men and women with children to 
obtain dwellnff places on account of 
the prejudice of .the landlords against 
infants. 
"This will inevitably cause a vast 


amount of race suicide if it ig alloweil 
tn go unchallenged all over the coun- 
try,"
